I was made Expenditor of the works there, by 
the Commiſſioners of the Sewers, allowing me a ſcot of two ſhillings 
in che pound, of fuchthwouſes and tands 4s were formerly fcorred, and'm 
danget of the ſea, for the mainrenance and reparation of the works, 
and 36--taxed,and to be levied ont of the Peer, as3 the 
Scot. But upon my ſuit to the Chmamiſsioners, in rep ov not 
ſo well attend the fame, as arrother, withont neg ng my calling ; 
Anothes wes appointed, vi7e one Jeames Hemiher, but he refuſed to 
take that office upon him, ſaying the ſame would undo him, where- 
upon I was conſtrained to continue (till Expenditor : But my 
demanding a ſcot for the next year (for it was the cuſtome tokave one 
every for repairing the Sca works ; ſome particdtar men moved

all this rimehave Thad myRems ſefſed to all ts 
and taxes to the full, which 7 have paid, beſides my free and yolun- 
racy contributions in the beginning of the warres, even beyond and 
above my abjlity : With the fiirft7 ſent in all my Plate, being above 
20.]. and upwards: Afterward,when my Lord of Warwick came to 
Sexdwich he being ſet inthe Town-hall withthe Major and 
and called the Townſmen before him, to the end to ſee and under- 
ſtand how willing the Townſmen were to ſubferibe for men and mo. 
nies ; when the beſt and ableſt man there did not fubſcribe for above 
five men, and yet moſt of the ſubſcribers did nor fend in their monies, 
being forty ſhillings for every man ; Notwithſtanding, / did ſubſcribe 
for fix men, and according to my undertaking ſent twelve pounds by a 
ſafe mefſenger of my own charge : but in regard the greater part of 
the ſubſcribers did not fend in their monies according to their undet- 
taking, my mony was returned back unto me, with which 1 bought a 
very good Gelding for the State, being the firſt manchar ongoing 
horſe for the publike ſervice there : ſeven moneths 7 kept this ho 
upon my own charge, which coſt me five ſhillings a week at the leaſt : 
when the Troop was made up, 1 furniſhed the Rider, of my own-pro- 
charge, with piſtols, ſaddle, and all other furniture fitting, -and 
ikewiſe provided and gave the \Ridfr ſword, boots and ſpurs, with 
mony in his purſe for his further (oe ee ys: at which my doings 
ſome with us were nor a little difpleated ; neicher was 7 afrerwar 
backward upon any occaſion offered, to expreſſe my witlingnes and. - 
readines to advance the fervice of the Parliament. 4 
But the eminent danger we were daily ſabje& unto by reaſon 0 
the 4 urns. Bag the ſea, the greateſt and beſt parr of the Jertee 
works being taken away ; The which for want” of due reparations, 
in Fa»zary laſt I came up with a Perition ſubſcribed near with three- 
ſcore hands, thereby deſiring an Order from the Parliament for ſome 
Tymber our of ſome Delinquents lands, ro make up the ſea-works, 
and ro have the accuſtomed Scor continued for the preſervation of 
the Town of eMargate, which Petition, upon reading, was very well 
approved of, though-1 had attended tive weeks before 1 could have the 
ſame read, bur at length wirh much ſollicication I obtained the _

and 7 Lordſhip, with rhe reſt of the Committee, gave 
orderto view the ſea; works at Margate, but before I could procure 
the Gentlemen appointed to meet to view the ſame, I was put to a- 
bove ewenty ſeverall journies,to my no little travell and charge. 

The Gentlemen aqppoanes for that purpoſe, promiſing to come to 
HMargate, I provided a dinner of my own charge for them, but rwo 
only came, who told me they could do nothing. of themſelves withour 
another : Thereupon I intreated them, though they wanted one of 
their number, they would give way to ſome Workmen to meaſure 
the works, whereupon workmen were ſent for, fo 1 procured three 
Carpenters, who meaſured 55 rods of work, which they caſt up, and 
they conceived every.rod of work would take up five tun and a half of 
tymber for.ſingle work, and double work would ask as much more ; 
It wastwo moneths before 7 could get them togerher, after / was 
forced to make ſeverall journies ro Dever-caſtle to procure Major 
Boys Governour thereof ro png and going often thither for that 
purpoſe, [ hapned to meer with Sir Henry Heyman a Parliament man, 
with whom I made bold to lay open our grievance to him ; where- 
upon he was perſwaded to go to Margate with me, and at my requeſt 
he deſired and gained Major Bow to go with him : Vpon view of 
the works, they tound the ſame was gone to ruine, and that the Peer 
of Margate was the cauſe of the deltruQtion of a great part of the 
Town, and this Peere was accuſtomed to pay ſcot to the faid works, 
bur for theſe four years and upwards hath not paid one y, yet 
ſome particular men make a benefit of rhe Peer mony, which can be 
proved by very able wicneſſe. 

Our humble defire is, That there might be an account given every 
year to ſome Juſtices of the | eace there, the reſpeftive Mayors of 
Sandwich and Dover for the time being, and ſome of the Townſmen 
of Margate to be joyned with them for paſting the accounts, and 
the one half of the profits of the oyerplus upon their accounts may be 
allowed for the maintaining the ſaid works ; and whereas qur Scots 
were 2 s. the pound, we are willing for the caſe of the town to take

the value of 100 Tun and upwards: And likewiſe if we may h: 
Briefs granted for the free and voluntary colleions of the well- 
affected in the VWland and other adjacent Counties, it will murh con- 
duce to the furtherince of the works, and caſe of the Townſmen of 
Mecrgate, for otherwiſe we ſhatl not be able ( without wronging the 
arrears of the ſcots, which will lie heavy upon the inhabitants) to re- 
pair the works, and to raiſe the 200.1. for which 7 am engaged, and 
crave allowance ot.- This done ; And if / may have ſecured the Scots 
for hereafter at 12.9. the pound, and have the profits of the overplus 
otthe Peer, and poundage of other goods ſhipt and unſhipt, as ina 
ſchedule is fer forth : / will engage my whole eſtate, both tands and 
houſes in Aſargate which is worth near 1000.1. for upholding the ſeas 
works there for ever ; which not any man ( / believe) inall Afargate, 
nor in the whole Ifland will undertake to do. 
My-Lord, / pray you conſider of our p:eſent ſtate and fad condition, 
I have been the larger inthe relation thereof, for that / would have 
your Lordſhip not only informed of the truth thereof, and the dan- 
ger we lie continually under, bur likewiſe to let you ſee what trouble 
and charge I have been at, and how wearied and diſcouraged with at- 
tendance, often waiting on your Honour and the Committee, with 
Councel; but hitherto all 7 could dogineffecuall, my travel loft, and 
the fees and monies given my Councel, hath ſerved to no purpoſe. By 
which doings and ſlow proceedings (if your Lordſhip afford not help) 
I ſhall be utterly diſabled further ro proſecute this good work, and 
every well affected will be diſcouraged either to ingage or under- 
take the ſame for the furure ; and what miſchief may enſue thereupon, 
and how Malignants and difafteRted will be imboldned who have op- 
poſed us herein, 1 leave to your Lordlhips conſideration. When 
Major Boys gave me his warrant for 24 Tuns of tymber, which came 
to 36.1. being che arreare for one yeare due by the Peere of Margate, 
the ſame was lighted : when afterwards your Honour iſſued another 
warrant to the ſame purpoſe(you being then at YVawenth caltle)con- 
firming the Majors warrant, the ſame was likewiſe diſregarded and 
diſobeyed by the Peer wardens of Margate, who would neither give

IT: purſuance of you Lordſhips command, The Peere 


at Margate, and the defence made by the Works at 
the Shore for the defence of the Town have been ſur- 
veyed by Sir Fawes Oxenden Knight, Major Boys Gover- 
nour of Dover-caſtle, and Henry Crifp of © Queeks Eſq; 
And we find, : 

That about 25 or 26 years ſince, there was a peece of 
work added to the ſaid Peer of Margate,which had proved 
very advantagious for the Peer, bur deſperately ruinous 
for part of the faid Town. 

Thar before the making of the aforeſaid new peece of 
Pecrwork,tt is not known to any man living that ever there 
was any work at the ſhore for the defence of any of the 
houſes of Margate, or that there was any need of any ſuch 
work ; but fince the making of that new peece of Peer- 
work, there hath been as much Tymber-work fer down 
by the Inhabirants at the ſhore for the defence of the hou- 
ſes there, as by -— mb gg hath coft chem _ 
hundred $ and ards, the which is now w 
ruined by vighuncs of whe ſea. 4 

Whereupon we conceive, that if the Peer be continmed 
25 now it is, the Town muſt ſuffer ; and ifthe Peer do nor 
continue as now ir is, the Peer will quickly fail, and the 
Publique ſuffer for want of trade. 

The houſes at Margate now in danger, are conceived to 
be near the fourth part of the Town, and will require 
fifry five rods of new work,which wil take up five tunand 
a half ro eyery Rod of fingle work ( by the judgement of 
the beſt experienced workmen ) For whichthey are hum- 
ble ſuirors to your Lordſhips.
